Pasco Junction, Oct. 20. — A serious 
wreck on the Northern Pacific railroad this 
morning at 7 o'clock at Old Yakima came 
near proving a frightful tragedy. The 
train, which consisted of eleven cars, four 
of them Pullman sleepers, a dining ear, two 
tourist sleepers and regular passenger cars, 
was going at the rate of forty miles an hour 
after pulling out of North Yakima, in order 
to make up a delay of two hours, when the 
axle of the tender snapped, throwing |ho 
baggage car and the three cars following off 
the track and piling them up against each 
other. . •* 

Two of the sleepers were filled with 
Olympia excursionists, who were pretty 
well shaken up. 

The accident took place on perfectly 
level ground, alongside a newly-ploughed 
lield. Had it been on a high grade, the 
whole train would have left the track, and 
the loss of life would have been fearful. 

The tourist ears were stove into each 
other, and the cars slid off the trucks. All 
arc in u confused mass, while the tender and 
engine are completely demolished. The 
tracks bear wheel mark!! of the cars, 
showing tl nit the train ran 900 feet after it 
was derailed. The tics are broken all along 
the way. 

A freight train left, North Yakima about 
lu minutes after tho train was wrecked, 
consequently it caught up with the train 
soon after it was wrecked. The freight 
train steamed back to North Yakima and 
re-ported the accident. The engine of the 
freight train then went back after tho ears 
of tin- passenger train that were not 
wrecked and brought them to North Yak- 
inta with the wounded aboard. Tho wreck 
occurred where the track rrns through 
Daniel Fisher's orchard, near old Vakinn.

He did speak to Do- 
minion Constable Lewis, later on, but 
could not remember telling him that Of?"

1 an once more settled lit the Hoffman 
House nfter a wearying journey of seven 
days across the continent. Notwith- 
standing all tluit is done for the comfort 
and convenience of modern travellers, 
.seven days cooped up in a fast train be- 
comes, bo sav the least of it, monotonous. 

Oni part "uf the journey 1 did enjoy, 
and that was during the time we were 
making the passage of the_ Ruckles. 
Standing on the engine, 1 viewed the 
wild and mau'inlicent scenery from the 
only standpoint from which it can be 
properly viewed and appreciated. 

Far away in front of us rose peak upon 
peak, whilst towering on each side would 
he precipitous crags, thousands of feet 
high or sloping sides of mighty moun- 
tains. All wore grey and frowning, with 
clouds rolling along their tops, and 
though none had yet put on their winter 
caps of snow, it was not going to be long 
before, they did, as the lirab fall of snow 
of the season occurred during our pas- 
sage. Hut enough of the Rockies ; let 
anyone who wishes to see grand scenery, 
anil who can appreciate it, make the pas- 
sage as 1 made it, on the engine. It was 
the one redeeming feature of an other- 
wise wearying journey. 

Since i have o~eu in New York, I 
have, during my spare moments, been 
amusing myself in seeing some of the 
sights of Gotham. In but few cases have 
I visited the usual " places of interest" 
that are shown to the ordinary sight- 
in New York. I have, however, 
things of interest and curiosity, 
from the stale beer dives tu the Brooklyn 
bridge at midnight, and from the police 
stations to the mighty printing presses of 
the New York World. 1 have visited 
the Tonderl in club, seen the working of 
what is claimed, una every appaient 
right, to be the smartest lire brigade in 
the world. 1 have seen the Chinese 
opium joints with the celestials " hitting 
the pipe " in all stages uf the influence of 
the drug ; I have burnt incense in the 
Chinese joss house; I have seen John 
Daly's palati.il gambling saloon, where 
faro, roulette, baccarat and hazard are in 
full swing, ami where a thousand dollars 
may be won or lost at the turn of a card 
or the stopping of a wheel. In fact, 
there is nothing to bo seen that 1 have 
not seen, that is as far as such sight- 
seeing goes that is confined to the 8o- 
hemian. I have still, however, lo s to see 
in the way of the ordinary sight-seer. 
AS REGARDS THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 

of New York it is certainly in the high- 
est state of perfection. The other even- 
ing 1 went out with a newspaper man at 
about eight o'ch ek to see the unknown 
sights. Our first visit was made to the 
twenty-second precinct lire station, where 
the lieutenant in command not only ex- 
plained the whole system, but sounded a 
couple of false alarms to show the celerity 
and manner in which the engine and 
men could turn out. The lire stations 
here are built with two stories above the 
ground tl Mir. (in the latter are the 
engines, with all the harness hung up on 
spreaders each side of the pole, collars 
outstretcho I, and traces ready hooked to 
tile engine. On the right and left are 
two horse-stalls open at each end 
and with their occupants facing 
the same way as the pole of 
the emri e points, viz., towards the door, 
and they are fastened by short halters to 
cliches in the side of the sails. Upstairs, 
ou the lluors i.bovc, the men sleep, with 
boots and overalls ieady prepared along- 
side their beds. Ad is'.piiel ; the large 
front o oisaro closed, when suddenly the 
lire ali mi s given. The well-trained 
horses, released automatically, rush from 
their stubs and take up then positions 
on each side of i ho pole, the doors fly 
back, also automatically, and on each 
Bide firemen in shirts, overalls and hoots 
are seen sliding down the polished brass 
rods that lead from round man-holes from 
the floors above, and save the time occu- 
pied in coining down stairs. The two 
watchmen are at once in front of the polo 
i o hitch the reins tu the horses' head 
•s ails ; the driver is in his place and pull- 
in* n small line thai hangs from the ced- 
ing above : the sets of harness drop on 
t.. the bucks of the well-trained animals. 
During this time the men have piled on 
to the engine, where they finish their 
dressing ; helmets, waterproof coals, etc., 
being kept on the machine; a lighted 
torch is thrown into the furnace under 
the boiler full of already heated wate\ 
and out at full gallop goes the engine. 
The tim-, which I was requested tot die, 
being three seconds from the alarm until 
the engine passed the door. The lieu;? 
enant claims to have done it in two se- 
conds and a half, and I can quite believe 
him. 

Till: I'OLIOE STATION. 

After thanking the firemen, we make 
our way to the nineteenth precinct police 
station, presided over by ('apt. lleilly. 
Here we take a look at lliu cells, already 
well full of prisoners, the majority of 
whom are what our policeman guide de- 
scribes as " drunks." Krom the cells we 
lake a look at the police lodging rooms, 
for be it known that, under tho law of 
the State of New York, every police 
station has two lodging rooms, emu fni 
males and the other for females, and no 
person applying for a night's lodging can 
be refused as long as there i., any room 
for i hem. These rooms are not the mosi 

comfortable, nor are the occupants t he 
cleanest or most, refined. Imagine a 
room about twenty-four fuel square, with 
a large trestle in the centre about, a fool 
above the floor, lillinsr up all the space nl 
the room with the exception of a bun I a 
foot passage way r mid the walls. (In 
this trestle place eighty or ninety womi n. 
filthy in the extreme, aged and haggard 
old crones, some half clad and olhors 
ne-.rly nude, with their clothes, or ratliot 
rags, hanging around the room ; hen 
and there a yolingei woman, and, per 
chance, one solitary respectable eruatun 
among Hie ho, hutid atmosphere, iotil 
oaths periodically breaking tho mi ill vsi 
of i he midnight quiet, and all packed liki 

sardines, and there you have a p. jiu 

(he women's room in the police lodgings 



of Nov/ York. The men's room is much 
the same, or rather more so, as in ^ it we 
find half the occupants absolutely naked ; 
and, sick at heart, I turn away Wonder- 
ing whether Dante ever saw the like 
when writing bis Inferno. Of course, 
the idea of these lodgings is a very admir- 
able one, and if the intention in institut- 
ing them was properly fulfilled, there 
would be nothing to say except in their 
favor. Unfortunately, however, the sys- 
tem is much abused and the usual occu- 
pants, instead of being homeless and 
poverty-stricken creatures, are, in the 
majority of eases, professional beggars, 
low class thieves and beats in general. 
Many of tliein have money, and most of 
them are regular customers, who would 
not work if they had the chance. 

THE TI'.NOKRI.OIN CLUB, 

Right opposite the Ninteenth precinct 
station is tho unique Tenderloin club, its 
membership consisting of journalists, 
authors, actors, artists and Bohemians 
generally. Their quartors are in an old 
house over one hundred years old, ami 
their guardian angel is an old ex-slave 
named Isaac, who is well on in the uni- 
ties. Their rooms are hung round with 
curios collected from various police head- 
quarters. On the walls are seen knives 
and pistols, with which various murders 
have been committed, blood stained gar- 
ments of murdered men, relics of cele- 
brated criminals, long church warden 
[HUes and beer mugs, sketches and cari- 
catures drawn by well-known artists, and 
other varied articles. There is no gilt 
and gingerbread about this club, in fact 
a handsome piano is the only article of 
vertu ou the premises. Every Wednes- 
day night these "hail fellows well mot " 
hold a symposium with their president, 
John Keller, in the chair. Songs, musi- 
cal solos, recitations and dances are given 
by some of the best known professional 
and amateur talent, and they are greeted 
with volleys of hisses, which is tho club's 
form of applause. The hisab'g is now 
and then pr vocative of great amuse- 
ment, when some uninitiated, though able, 
performer is thus saluted, but explana- 
tions ensue and all goes on as merry as 
marriage hells. So much for the Tender- 
loin, with the excep ion of the Chicago 
Whitechapel club, tho only one of its 
kind in the civilized world. 

Another excursion I made in company 
of my journalistic friend, who, by the 
way, was the special correspondent of 
yellow fever fame, Mr. King Hall, was 
to the slums of Mott street and 
Mulberry street, where some of the 
sights are as degraded as any 1 have ever 
witnessed. Accompanied by a ward 
detective, wo visited stale beer dives, live 
cent lodging houses, opium joints and 
cheap restaurants. In tho lodging houses 
we saw young, and at one timo pretty, 
girls lying on their miserable cots in 
every stage of intoxication, men and 
women huddled together like a litter of 
pigs, ready to tight, drink or sleep ; they 
were about the lowest specimens of hu- 
manity it has ever been my sad experi- 
ence to gaze on. In the opium joint 
were sights just as saddening. Christian 
men and women mixed up with China- 
men, "hitting the pipe," sleeping oil" its 
effects with pah;, pallid faces ; or waken- 
ing for more with the look of starving 
mortals in their eyes. As the detective 
said, "These opium fiends are never 
happy unless they are either smoking or 
have their ' lay out. ' within easy reach." 
Sick at heart at such sights all going on 
within the sound of tho rumble of wheels 
on Broadway, we left and made a journey 

TO Till; IIROOKI.YN UKIIHJE. 
Here, with the cool night breezes blow- 
ing, we looked on one. of the finest sights 
a man could wish to see. Far as the eye 
could see. wore the myriad liglrs of New 
York, Brooklyn, .Jersey City and Stateu 
Island. Here and there the lights of a 
steamer, tug, or ferry would flush then- 
way across the harbor, while, high above 
all, with i n gleaming electric light, low- 
ered the magnificent Bartholdi stame of 
Liberv enlightening the world. See 
Brooklyn bridge by daylight i; you like, 
but do not fail to see it on a moonlight 
night. 

From t he bridge to the office of the 
New York World was but a step, and as 
it was non- about half-past two in the 
morning the presses were hard at work 
reeling oil' their three hundred and lifty 
thousand papers for the day's issue. The 
manner is which the paper is primed is 
simply miraculous to the eyes of tho 
novice. At one mid of the press is a huge 
roll of paper, and as it passes over the 
machine it is printed, cut, gummed and 
conies out at the other end a folded up 
newspaper! The paper is electrotyped 
throughout, and as an example of the 
rapidity of the work, the following speaks 
for itself : The day Max O'Rell published 
his book, "Jonathan and his Continent," 
was on a Saturday; at three o'clock on 
Sunday morning, Now York time, the 
World's cor respondent started to telegraph 
the whole book over the cable, by six 
o'clock the World's Sunday oditon had 
the whole of 0' Hell's work printed in its 
daily paper and selling on the stieofa. 
This is probably one of the quickest bits 
of newspaper w ork ever done, and is a 
good example of the capabilities of this 
great daily. 

Before I close this let'er I want to say 
a word in favor of the Northern Pacific 
railway, by which lino I came over to 
New York on this occasion. I hav« 
travelled on most of the trunk lines, and 
can only say from my own experience 
thai, as regards comfort, cuisine, and 
studying of passengers, the Northern Pa- 
cific is as good as any, and better than 
most other lines.

It has nothing in 
common with the ideas uf any uf the men 
who have- entered the political arena. It 
occupies too lofty a position to take sug- 
gestions or hints, much less instructions, 
from tho poor creatures whom hha peo- 
ple havo elected as their representatives ;

Not a trace of 
nihility between it and any of tho people's 
representatives can, its yet, bo discerned, 
but, on the contrary, there arc many 
signs of mutual repulsion, The Govern- 
ment has, therefore, nothing to fear from 
this now party of one. It will exist ill 
solitary grandeur for a little while, and 
will then become politically extinct. It 
is evidently in tho wrong place, lis en- 
vironment is not suitable. 



GiJ A TUITO USL Y OFFENUI VE. 

Tho News-Advertiser, with its charac- 
teristic boori3hness, speaks of tho Gov- 
ernment as The Coi.oni«t'.s " employer." 
Its editor knows that the expression is 
most offensive, and he, therefore, keeps 
on using it pers'StenHy without the 
slightest provocation. He knows, also, 
that it is untrue, but that conviction does 
not prevent his using it as often as in his 
opinion it suits hia purposes. Wo 
all of us know what estimate 
to place on a man who in social inter- 
course is deliberately and habitually in- 
sulting, and we know exactly where to 
place tho man who is constantly misre- 
presenting and belieing those with whom 
he does not agree. We, for our part, 
cannot see why conduct which would ex- 
clude a man from respectable society and 
would cause him to be shunned and 
despised wherever ho appeared, should 
ho tolerated in journalism, There 
should not, we think, be one 
rule for the street, the mar- 
ket or other places, where men most 
,do congregate for business or pleasure, 
and another for tho newspaper. What 
is considered improper, uncivil and un- 
gentlcnianly in social intercourse »ho»W 
be docffled equally ho in IK ..,, sp*:''* 1 ' 
controversy. A newspaper should be un- 
<l"r as great an obligation to observe the 
ileconeiea and the amenities of polite so- 
cioty as the man who addresses an audi- 
ence or converses with respectable raon 
and women. The editor of the News- 
Advertiser, evidently, is not of this 
opinion. 

AN INDEPENDENT PARTY. 

Like our contemporary the Times, but 
for a different reason, the News- Adver- 
tiser affects to he surprised that we do 
not advocate the return of some one of 
tho Independent candidates who are run- 
ning for the Westminster District. It 
asks if wo ate preparing to join the In- 
dependents, and then tnkei it for 
granted that we are getting ready to 
desert tho Government. Wo can assure 
our contemporary that we have not the 
.slightest idea of joining the Indepen- 
dents. They are at present in a rather 
nebulous condition. They havo A name 
certainly, for they must be called some- 
thing, but they yet, as a body, cannot be 
said to have a local habitation. There is 
bo far no such entity as the Independent 
party. When there is, it will bei time 
enough to think of joining it. At present 
we think the Government ship perfectly 
safe and seaworthy, and it would not 
surprise us at all, to see, before very 
long, several of tho Independents among 
her crow cheerfully working under Cap- 
tain Jiobson. 

There are indications that, in the 
opinion of tho editor of the News- 
Advertiser, an Independent Party has 
gtieady been formed. Ea regards it, 
evidently, as a very formidable party, 
indeed. As yet, as far as wo can see, 
that party consists of one member. The 
editor of the News-Advertiser is its head, 
its tail and its trunk. It does not appear 
at all probable that this formidable party 
formidable in its own opinion in in- 
tellect and ideas— will over grow any 
larger. It clearly belon.'S to the tribe of 
Ishmacl. It3 hand is against every man 
and every man's hand in tho journalistic 
world, at any rate, is against it. It, in 
its own opinion, occupies B very high 
position, far above the other political 
combinations of the prpyince, actual and 
possible. Wo are quite pleased to see 
that this is so, for the independonco < f 
this party is of an unique kind and 



THE GOSPEL OF SLIP-SHOD. 

People generally— the uneducated as 
as well as tho educated — think it is a de- 
sirable thing to be able to spell well and 
to write correctly. They, in some cases, 
regard it .as a misfortune if a man in good 
position is weak in his orthography aad 
lamo 111 his syntax, and in others as a dis- 
grace. If a man has not, in Ilia youth, 
hnd the opportunities of acquiring a fair 
English education, his detieicnees in these 
respects, though deplored, are overlooked; 
butif themeansof education in his boyhood 
and early manhood wero within his reach, 
and he neglected toavail himself of them, 
his ignorance is very properly looked 
upon as a disgrace. A want of knowledge 
of the elementary branches of education 
is always considered as indicative of other 
wants much more serious. The boy who 
has been too lazy or too vicious to learn 
to read and to write and to spell, it is 
considered will be too lazy and too 
vicious to acquire tho knowledge that all 
capable business men are expected to pos- 
sess. Ho will want intelligence, and hewill 
want that desire to know \v!nc!i enables 
the man who, ia his youth was not able to 
attend school, to make up for his educa- 
tional deficiencies ; he will also want the 
power of application which is ne- 
cessary to success in every busi- 
ness, and in its every stage. 
Show us a man who in hia boyhood habi- 
tually neglected his educational oppor- 
tunities, and we will show you ono who 
will probably go to the dogs before he is 
thirty years of age, and one who will 
never achieve eminence in any vocation 
in which intelligence, steady application, 
and clear-headednes s aro required. I )f 
course there are exceptions, but they are 
rare, and it is exceedingly unsafe to cal- 
culate upon them. Tho dull, plodd ng 
boy who is hardly ever at the head of his 
class, and who wins no prizes at school, 
often, to the suipriso of the teacher who 
tortured and despised him, turns out to 
Is a bright and a successful mail; but the 
boy of good natural capacity, who, through 
idleness and uuruliness, occupie.3 a lower 
place, hardly ever turns out ivtll. 

Jt is amusing tO sou how Jervontly our 
contemporary ^parages correctness in 
spelling and composition. The ifiat) WUoj 
is careful to have every word well spelled 
and in its proper place, it regards as a. 
dullard and a pedant, and, en tho other 
hand, it evidently considers slovenly writ- 
ing and incorrect spelling as signs of 
genius. It may seem strange to our con- 
temporary, but there are persons who are 
so sure of their grammar that they 
never think about it, and they 
are very far fr ni being pedants. That 
suroncss was, <d course, the result of 
long practice in writing and in read- 
ing good bunks. It is somewhat 
singular that the writings of the 
ablest nu n are the most cotrect in every 
respect. They do not misspell words, 
they do not make slips in grammar, they 
do nut. misapply words. Take an essay 
written by Professor Huxley or Herbert 
Spencer or Canon Farrar or Cardinal 
Newman or any < f tho great masters of 
English and the more closely their style 
is examined, the more excellent does it 
appear. It will lie found that the 
greatest attention is paid to minutia). 
Those little things which the Times 
scoffs at us outward and visible signs of 
pedantry, these great men who were cer- 
tainly anything but pedants did not 
consider unworthy of notice. These 
men no doubt read their own proof 
sheets and they rend them most carefully. 
Wo do trust that no young writer will be 
encouraged by what tho Times says about 
mechanical perfection and the writings of 
"original men" to contract careless 
habits. A slipshod stylo is not mere 
"mechanical " inaccuracy ; it is an indica- 
tion of intellectual deficiency. If a 
cabinet maker spends much time in 
polishing a piccu of work after, to tho 
eye of the uninitiated, it appears finished, 
should not tho writer when he has time 
ami opportunity make his work as perfect 
and as polished as he can by the exercise 
of all his ability, guided and aided by the 
knowledge he has acquired. 



- 'llli: NEXT STEP." 

1 1 is abundantly evident that tho Me- 
Kinley tariff is not acceptable to all the 
people of tho United .States. It is not 
acceptable even to the whole of the Re- 
publican patty, Influential organs of 
that party aro expressing themselves with 
regard to it in language which is not open 
censure, but which ia far from expressing 
cheerful acceptance. It is not difficult to 
soo that if tho Americans are let alone 
they will, beforo very long, make it the 
issue in their national contests. Many of 
the organs of public opinion in tho states 
aro already deploring its stringency, and 
seeking for some moans to make it less 
burdensome and less restrictive. Tho 
St. Paul Pioneer Press, which is a Re- 
publican journal, does not condemn the 
MeKinley fcariil in terms, hut it main- 
tains that it must bo qualified by recip- 
rocity treaties with the countries north 
and south of tho United States. In an 
article headed " Tho Next Step," it says : 
" We shall be surprised and disap- 
pointed if tho possibility of enlarging 
our trade relations by means of 
reciprocity does not lake a prominent 
place in the work of tho next session of 
congress. It is thus that the gentlemen 
who supported the MeKinley bill must 
justify their course to the country. It is 
thus only that the policy contained in 
the MeKinley bill can be broadened into 
a national blessing. If we have con- 
tracted our markets by excluding the 
trade of those European countries whose 
work comes into competition with our 
own, we must expand it by more liberal 
arrangements wi'h those nations on this 
bHc of the Atlantic with which commotce 
may be made most profitable. No 
economic dnct'ine, not even tho doctrine 
of protection to home industries, is more 
popular with the people of the Urnted 
States to-day than reciprocity. The 
rough statement of it made unofficially 
by Mr. Blaine, was received with a burst 
of applause, tuch as has rarely followed 
a great document of' state. The move- 
ment made in that direction by the so- 
called reciprocity clauses of the MeKinley 
bill is found to be the most popular sub- 
ject mi which the speaker who addresses 
an audience in justification "f the bill 
can dwell. Tho signs are uuuiistakeable. 
The people of this country are ready and 
easor for reciprocity. It is time for a 
practical beginning of the experiment to 
be made." 

The article then goes on to advocate 
reciprocity with Mexico, and continues : 
"This opportunity on Iho south is 
matched by a greater on the north. I he 
tune for reciprocity with Canada has now 
arrived. Here is a country to which flic 
reasons for protection against tho people 
of Europe do not apply. No one will 
cnnte'id that wages aro lower aeros3 the 
Canadian border. No ono will argue 
that we can- nt hold our own in any 
branch of production ngahr-t the com- 
parative handful of people in the 
Dominion. Commerce with them is bo 
advantageous to us that the balance of 
trade with Canada for the l ist forty years 
is 8200,000,000 in our favor. And, at 
the same time, intelligent opinion in 
Canada is as strongly desirous of recipro- 
city as wo can be. This is the natural 
marku' for what Canada has to sell, as 
well ns fur what she lias to buy. No 
people feel more Bevoro'y than these the i 
weight of the new duties imposed in the; 
MeKinley bill. Although they are busily i 
seeking to arrange for a market >n Great I 
Britain, they know ihut this is putting; 
them a 1 "' a fearful disadvantage, both in S 
distiiies rt"d iii pcog, * * * * *' 
congress and tiro .v.i.iuinUi.Tath.ii set j 
to work to till tii'is \vi»<t*L, to supplement I 
tWo MeKinley bill by reciprocity; let 
ttfem coinple'o trade agreements uf the 
most liberal nature with no more than 
these two nations, and the MeKinley bill ! 
auA' \me duties that it, carries will he 1 
Utterly forgotten in tho mighty rush of j 
increased trade and increased prosperity | 
that must surely follow. This is the next , 
step. This is practical statesmanship. I 
It remains only for the Republican party j 
t ■ carry < ill the reciprocity policy with a | 
buhl and steady hand to conipletB the 
measure of its glory and of the services 
that, ii has rendered to the people." 

Canada has nothing to do but wait. 
National necessities will assert them- 
selves in tho United States as they do 
elsewhere, and the people will in time 
come to see where their natural markets 
are and when; their true interests lie, 
But Canadians should not bo precipitate, 
neither should they act in such a way as 
to mala; it a point of honor with Atneri- 
13 to stand by their trade policy.

How, a Partridgo Was Killed by a 
~" Railroad Train. 



A Sparrow In a Thunder-storm— Exolte- 
uiont Caused In a Church by n Nlglit 
S, Hawk— Frlondslilp lJotweou a 
Booster and a Dot. 

" A. few days since, writes the Norwich 
(Conn.) correspondent of the Now York 
Sun, a partridgo that was cleaving the 
-air in swift flight across a break in tho 
forest along tho Air Lino Railway, in 
Windham County, performed an odd 
trick on an express train that was ex- 
tremely unfortunate for tho bird. Tho 
four p. m. oxpross train was a triilo late 
coming into 1'omfrot village, and was 
running at lightning speed, when tho 
partridgo essayed to crossover tho track 
in front of tho locomotive. Both the 
bird and rushing engine were following 
tho logs of an acuto triangle to its apex 
on tho railroad line, but the partridge 
underestimated tho speed of tho train, 
which reached tho apex a second in ad- 
vance. Tho heavy bird struck the ex- 
press car, in which Sam Dikoman, ox- 
pressnian, was sorting over freight, and 
went through a window in the side door 
with tho momentum of a solid shot. So 
swiftly it sped it cut a clean circular 
bole in the large window pane as evenly 
as if tho instantaneous job had boon 
dono with a diamond. Splinters of 
glass fell in a jingling shower the 
whole length of the car. and as Sam 
■ t raightoned himself from his work in 
dumb amazement the bird fell dead at 
his feet, a mass of feathers and broken 
bones. Sam had broiled partridge for 
supper that evening, and to save himself 
i he oxpenso of the broken window he 
made oath biforo the railroad superin- 
tendent, that the wild bird, not he, was 
tho author of the mischief. 

In tho memorable thunder-storms last, 
week, while the whole firmament 
seemed to be shot through unceasingly 
with zigzag lances of lightning, many 
timid little birds sought refuge from the 
frightful uproar wherever a shelter of- 
fered itself. On ono dark afternoon the 
1 1 ilcgraph operators rattling away at the 
keys ju tho Western Union oflice in New 
Haven suddenly heard a rustling over- 
head, and glancingabout saw a sparrow, 
which, having come in through the open 
window, wasswiftly skimming about the 
high-ceiled room. Then came a great 
crash of thunder, jarring heavily under 
i he foundations of tho building, and the 
little bird with a frightened "peep" flut- 
tered down on tho sounder at \V. .1. 
Shoehan's desk. Mr. Shcehan picked 
up the sparrow and held it in his hand 
ii!) til tho fury of the tonipest had some- 
what abated, then took it to the window 
and released it. But the bird would not 
KO out into the storm, and after hesitat- 
ing on the window ledge for an instant 
returned to the operator, climbing on his 
•shoulder and nestling against his face, 
finally he threw the sparrow far out of, 
doors and hastily shut the window, but 
i' came bark and peeked at the window- 1 
panes. 

On another evening a big night hawk 
flow into the German Lutheran Church 

in Xcw Haven while Prof. .T. L\ VYhit- 
teckor, of Rochester, was lecturing on 
"The Follies and Foibles of Modern 
Life," and for lifteen minutes excite- 
ment reigned. A night hawk is a blun- 
dering creature in its flight, and as tho 
wide-winged bird darted back and forth 
in tho sanctuary in great sweeps and 
circles just above the audience, its spot- 
ted pinions gleaming specter-like as it 
hummed through tho air. women 
screamed and darted about the pews, and 
finally the lecturer bad to stop talking 
for fifteen minutes. Every one was 
afraid of the bird, for as it skimmed 
along the gallery front and shot among 
the heads of tho people, once passing so 
close to the face of Prof. VVhittecker it 
fairly took the words of his text out of 
bis mouth, it went with the speed of a 
rocket, and it seemed it must go slam 
bang into somebody or something in its 
dizzy turns. Once a wise man shouted: 
"Catch that bird!" and the profound ad- 
vice set tho congregation to laughing. 
Finally the hawk, in a random dash, ac- 
cidentally scouted through a window, 
and then the lecture went on again. 

At Rockville a rooster and a dog have 
become fast friends. For a week the 
lord had been beset by a Borco cock, 
both being members of the same flock, 
:.nd the two roosters fought almost con- 
stantly not far from the dog's kennel. 
Finally, the weaker bird, sick and 
friendless, having been completely 
knocked out in tho ring, fled into the 
dog's kennel to escape its bloodthirsty 
foe, and, dropping in the straw, made 
eloquent signs, as if asking protection 
and shelter, Carlo undoubtedly had 
watched tho combat between the- birds 
with an intelligent and sympathetic 
eyo, for not only did ho permit tho 
wounded rooster to tarry in his bouse, 
but when the other bird attempted to 
enter tho konnel to glut its fury further 
be. arose threateningly, growled, and 
just looked at the vindictive! pursuer 
once, and that bird ovidontly made up 
its mind that the time for discretion 
bad come. lie. went, away sullenly. 
Since then the wounded rooster has 
dwelt with tho dog, and tho two in- 
mates of tho kennol soom to be warmly 
attached to each other. If any rooster 
challenges to mortal combat arc for- 
warded to bis friend the dog attends to 
them promptly; so the other ham-yard 
fowls have concluded that it won't do at 
ail to monkey any more with the roos- 
ter that lives in a konnel.

OWpp'iviir Water That Carries a Bert-don 
• if lAine-Stono iu Solution with It and 
Leaves its Wonders In Mulug- 
liiitcs and Stalactite!,. 

In a doop, dark ravino a tow miles 
from Now Castle, Pa., in North Heavor 
township, Lowronoo County, is a won- 
derful natural phenomenon in the shape 
of a vpritablo growing roolc Fifty years 
agofci when it was first noticed, an in- 
verted woodon pail would almost cover 
it. To-day it is a prroat bowlder, ten 
lectin height and llftoon foetofmoro 
In cirqumforence, and weighing not lev.; 
than fifty tons. During tho sumincr 
months it is covered 'with a donso rich 
iiiosk tivo or three inches deep, through 

which tho waters from a little spring 
i rickle continually. 

The outer formation of this rock has 
a limestone appearance, hut once re- 
move the moss and chisel in the gritty 
-.efface and the real beauty and pe- 
culiarity Of the rode are seen. A cellu- 
lar formation like a mammoth sponge 
is discovered, and about the cells is 
stone as hard as adamant. On cutting 
further in, this cell-like substance la 
found to continue, but ii seems to have 
bejen transformed into a translucent 
flint. There are tons of this flinty roc!;, 
for it is as heavy as granite, and overy 
ounce of it is undoubtedly moss and 
other vegetable mailer pi trifled. 

'this remarkable pewillcation has 
been wrought by the action of the water 
from tho spring upon l he moss. The 
water soema to have tho singular prop- 
erty of turning into stone even thing 
that is brought in contact with ii ror 
any length of time. Ii has an acrid 
taste, and is undoubtedly heavily 
charged with mineral snb«tan< al- 
though thus far it lias never been an- 
alyzed. 

The most remarkable facl about it is 
that it accomplishes so tnucli in -,>. short 
a time. Tho moss grows luxuriantly in 
tho dark hollow, and the lapidcscenl 
([tiality of the water has ouerated year 
after year upon t ho layers of moss, I urn- 
ing them into a honeycomb 01 stone, 
and adding to what was first a small 
rook, until to-day there is this greal 
bowlder of petrified vegotation. 

A short time after the moss begins to 
grow in the spring, it commences to 
solidify at tho roots, ami the petrifica- 
tion follows closely on tho track of ilie 
; rowing moss, like the form:'. ; ion of 
coral on the work of the coral insects. 
As it progresses, tho dark green 
of the vegetation becomes yellow- 
ish, then changes to brown and 
darkens as the rock grows old- 
er, The moss is not all thai 
is perpetuated in stone by the action of 
tho water. Plants, leave,, twigs, ever; 
vegetable substance that has fallen on 
the rock and lain there have been im- 
pregnated with and, as by the touch of 
an inexorable, fate, been turned into 
stone by it. Stratum upon stratum or 
tho moss stone has grown over them, 
• ami many such objects are now to be 
found normettcally suaieu deep m the 
heart of the rock. 

To tho mineralogist the* rock is a mine 
of treasure and delight. No one ever 
chisels into that flinty bou lder without 
'.oining upon leaves and twigs pet.ritlo.l 
among tho moss and securing many lint 
specimens to rejoice his hear; and make 
envious less fortunate mortals. Those 
who have, visited it thus far say there is 
i'. t ii another such curiosity known in the 
world.

iDMC IN SCHOOLS. 



To tiii: Editor:— Tu reading over 
your loiter by " Eliquiror," in which my 
name appears as lecturer to tho teachei'B 
of British lumbia tit their last cpnveii- 
tiou, on llio subject '"The Place and 
PuTposc of Vocal Music in our Public 
ami High Schools," it. appears evident 
that he, " Enquirer," was not ono of 
the audience or bis remarks on tho sub- 
ject might have been somewhat modified, 
at least, so far as primary music teaching 
is concerned, 

I do, indeed, ngreo with /'Enquirer," 
that it is of the utmost importance that 
vocal nuisie should he taught ; and my 
colleagues in the profession will support 
tnu in this. But L am bound to contra- 
dict the theory of school teachers being 
placed in the false position of instructors 
in music, and that for the following 
reasons : 

First— That they havo not the time to 
devote to the study of vocal training. 

Secondly— Music should be kept out of 
tho curriculum, if it be not systematically 
taught. 

And tht'dly — Because ignorance of the 
| physiology and anatomy of the human 
voieo would be certain io produce most 
) disastrous results. 

I Already the school teacher receives so 
little sympathy in his or her life of 
drudgery, that to increase the responsi- 
bility, without augmenting public grati- 
tude, would bu as unjust its it is unwise, 
ami I do not think they would be a very- 
good eluss of people at vnicu training in 
j consequence, Those who have an ear for 
I music might, if they possessed any 
J idea of rythin and musical de- 
clamation, teach singing, provided 
they are superintended by a scientific 
I master, who would see that the children 
were not being forced above or below 
their natural register, and if the school 
teachers would form themselves into a 
class fur instruction in teaching singing 
they infill aid the vocal master consider- 
ably and keep down the expenses, but 
voice culture is another thin/ entirely, 
and to havo children unguidod by a 
trained master, I repeat, would be dis- 
astrous. Fuw, the del cate and sensitive 
.structure of the vocal organs require to 
be scientifically treated, and esp cially in 
childhood, when tho parts are cartilagin- 
ous. Ymith is i he time to develop tho 
thorax. Prof. Morkel says that no hind 
of singing exercises can add a 
single millemetre to the length of 
j the glottis after mutation of 
the voice or even to tho cartilages con 
I nccttd with it. And my experience 
I teaches mo that, to strain a voice before 
■ that period means to deprive it for ever 
of that resonance, beauty and purity of 
I tone it might have acquiied under judi- 
cious training. In the said lecture 1 
showed that two hundred thousand die 
I annually of disease of the throat and the 
lungs, many of whom might have pro- 
' 1 mged their lives had they taken proper 
exercises for tho vocal system. 1 .should 
hivo liked to enter upon the subject of 
I The Anatomy of the Voice, and given a 
of the development of the 
Vocal Organism before and during muta- 
[t'tin, which would sho.v that physically 
I no form of athletic exercise can do so 
much for strengthening the lungs and 
w dening tin; chest as proper voice train- 
ing, and 1 am sure the medical fraternity 
! will agree with me that vocal music should 
j bo in our schools. 

I Let us not, then, be selfish. Victoria

children private training ; but. there ate 
many who cannot boast of this luxury, 
land music is not only meant for Hie pal- 
aces of kings, but for the lowliest home 
s a. upon which tlie light of Heaven shines;
